WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  obtained  from  the 
works  of  the  Selby  Urban  District  Council.  The  water  is 
chlorinated,  the  supply  constant,  and  98%  of  the  houses  are 
connected  to  the  public  mains. 

98%  of  the  population  is  supplied  with  the  water. 

During"  the  war  water  main  extensions  have  been  made 
to  a  Military  Camp  and  an  Aerodrome  in  the  area. 

The  Council  has  under  consideration  a  small  scheme  for 
the  extension  of  the  water  main  to  properties  in  the  Parishes 
of  Barlow,  Carlton,  Chapel  Haddlesey  and  Hambleton.
